MONEY AND WATCH MISSING 


W as He thè Victim of “Knock Out 
Drops*’ or Was It a Case of Sui­ 
cide?— Woman In thè Case. 


C. J. Canier, 
an unmarried man, 
aged 22 y ears, who se ho me 
is 
at 
Black Ro ck, Ark., and who has been 
visiting the family o f his uncle. E. S. 
Neece, No . 808 East Eighteenth street, 
since last Saturday , was fo und dy ing 
in his ro o m, No . 1, at the White Ho use 
restaurant and ho tel, between 
and 4 
o 'clo ck this mo rning. No twithstanding 
the effo rts o f two phy sicians, Carner 
died at 10:55 this fo reno o n. 
The circumstances surro unding the 
case are my sterio us, it being a ques­ 
tio n whether the y o ung man attempted 
to take his o wn life, o r was drugged 
and ro bbed. Yesterday and last night 
Carner was in perfect health, in go o d 
spirits, and ex pected to leave to day 
fo r his ho me in Arkansas. 
Garner engaged a ro o m at the White 
Ho use y esterday afterno o n, and ate 
supper there. 
During the afterno o n 
he wro te a letter in his ro o m to his 
bro ther, R. H. Carner, who resides at 
Lawso n, Mo ., and left the letter o n a 
bureau, unsealed, with the evident in­ 
tentio n o f mailing it this mo rning. 
After supper Carner left the ho tel 
and spent the evening with a lady ac­ 
quaintance. He returned to the W hite 
Ho use between 11 and 12 o 'clo ck, and 
w'alked o ver to the o ffice sto ve, 
re 
marking that he was quite co ld. 


Dr. W. S. Shirk, city phy sician, was 
summo ned to give Carner medical ai- 
rentio n, and later Dr. E. F Gresham 
was called in, and he rcm.aincd wiili 
the patient fo r several ho urr. 
The 
phy sicians co uld no t agree o n a diag­ 
no sis o f the case, and o nly a po stmo r- 
lem ex aminatio n will reveal the kii-d 
uf po iso n taken by o r given to y o ung 
Carner. 
The letter by the unfo rtunate y o ung 
man to his bro ther, R. H. Carner, o f 
I^w so n, M o , indicates that he had no 
intentio n at the time he wro te the 
('pistle to take his o wn life. In the let- 
t(‘r he sho w'ed he was so licito us 
garding the co nditio n o f his mo ther, 
who is in a Kansas City ho spital re­ 
ceiving treatment, 
and the 
writer 
w'anted to kno w’ the name o f the ho s­ 
pital in <wder to w'rite to her.

Fo llo wing are ex tracts fro m the let­ 
ter Carner wro te to his bro ther: 
“All 
is o n the mo ve in Sedalia. but it is no 
place hero no w’ fo r a labo ring man, 
unless he has mo ney to buy ;» ho me, 
instead o f renting. 
“I have 18 6.30 left after pay ing fo r 
a night’s lo dging, and am go ing back 
to Arkansas. 
“1 w’o uld like to visit y o n and y o ur 
family , but it will co st to o much 
to 
travel to see y o u at this time. By the 
time I get ho me I will have o nly $65 
left. 
I wo uld like to kno w the name 
o f the ho spital mo ther is in at Kansas 
City , so I can wTite to her. 
Please 
let me kno w*. 
“Oh, y es, Henry , my o ld chum, y o u 
remember I had here, wants to leave 
her husband and go ho me with me. 
What do y o u think o f that? 
She has 
no t y et turned fro m me. 
She is the 
same o ld kid, o nly she is no t single, 
which she say s dca^s no t matter, if I 
will o nly say 
I w’ill live 
with her. 
Ain’t that awful? 
“I will be at Black Ro ck so o n, and 
ho pe to hear fro m y o u so o n.’’ 


J. W. B o sw’gII, o ne o f the pro prie­ 
to rs o f the ho tel, had a brief co nver­ 
satio n with him, 
in the 
co urse o f 
which Carner remarked: “I have been 
o ut with my best girl, having a go o d 
tim e.” 
Cam er 
went immediately 
to his 
ro o m, making no suggestio n that he 
was sick, no r did he have the appear­ 
ance o f being o ther than a healthy 
y o ung man. Carner went to his ro o m 
and laid do wn o n his bed witho ut re­ 
mo ving his clo thing. 
Mr. Bo swell retired to a co uch in 
the ho tel o ffice after Carner went to 
his ro o m, and went to sleep. Between 
3 and 4 o ’clo ck this mo rning Mr. Bo s­ 
well was awakened by Garner’s lo ud 
breathing, which co uld be heard all 
o ver the ho use. The landlo rd went to 
Garner’s ro o m and fo und the do o r se­ 
curely lo cked. 
He returned to the o f­ 
fice and called in a Sedalia business 
man to assist him in breaking into 
G am er's ro o m. 
They fo und the y o ung man in an ap 
parently dy ing co nditio n. They made 
a hasty ex aminatio n o f the ro o m and 
fo und no bo ttle o f po iso n, o r package 
of drug which wo uld destro y life. Un 
der Garner’s pillo w was a lo aded re­ 
vo lver. His watch chain dangled fro m 
his v est butto n ho le, and a ladies' go ld 
watch which he carried was missing. 
It was kno wn by Mr. Bo swell that Car­ 
ner had quite a sum o f mo ney o n his 
perso n, and when the po lice were call­ 
ed in a search w |s made fo r it, but :t 
had disappeared as my sterio usly as 
ihe watch. 


The attending phy sicians did every ­ 
thing in their po wer to save the y o ung 
man’s life, but he died at 10:55 o ’clo ck 
this fo reno o n. 
Carner was a member 
o f the Black Ro ck camp o f Wo o dmen 
o f the Wo rld, a member in go o d stand­ 
ing o f the Federatio n o f I^bo r. being 
a statio nery engineer and fireman. 
Sedalia camp No . 16, "Wo o dmen o f 
the Wo rld, spared no attentio n in car­ 
ing fo r the y o ung man, and will leave 
no sto ne unturned to ferret 
cause o f Garner’s death. 
If 
the victim o f “kno ck o ut’’ dro ps, o r 
the po iso n was administered by so me 
o ne fo r the purpo se o f ro bbery , the 
crime will no t go lo ng undisco vered 
and unpunished. 
Co ro ner T. P. McCIuney , who was 
in Green Ridge this mo rning, was no ­ 
tified o f Garner’s death, and he ’pho n­ 
ed that he w’o uld arrive here at 
3 
o ’clo ck and ho ld an inquest, pro bably 
at McLaughlin Bro s.’ undertaking es­ 
tablishment, where the y o ung man’s 
bo dy was sent to be prepared 
fo r 
burial.
